In response the 
Appellant submitted the Amended Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter filed 10/5/07, which still does not present a concise 
explanation of the subject matter in the form required, specifically Appellant does not provide a concise explanation with mapping 
as required; an integral incorporation of five pages of the Specification does not qualify as such. Reference is provided to 37 CFR 
41 .37(c) (1) (b). Therefore, the Appeal Brief of 2/20/06 with submission of said section filed 10/22/07 is still defective.
